Having strongly urged ° the 
Government ‘tb tackle the 
rabies outbreak at its source, we 
welcome the extension of the 
licensing and muzzling regula- 
tions to the New 


the authoritics should. now be 
in. the position to obtain some 
defintte idea as: to the number 
of dogs on the mainland and to 
rid the place of those which 
are obviously without owners. 
Until the amendments now 
effected were brought into force,. 


“the” position Was most unsatis- 


factory. Under the 1893 Or- 
dinance, all dogs had to be 
licensed, whether in the New 
Territories or elsewhere, but 
no fee was payable where it was 
shown to the satisfaction of the 
police that a dog was kept by an 
agriculturist solely as 2 watch- 
doy and was necessary for that 
purpose,” In 1927, a new Or- 
dinance, with accompanying 
regulations, replaced the older 
one, and the New Territories 
were definitely excluded from 
the licensing provisions, 
though, strangely enough, 
-fee ‘exemption {provision. was 
retained. Confusion was thus 
created, because whilst licensing 
did not apply to the New Terri- 
tories, the obligation of proving 
that a doy was merely » watch- 
dog, and was necessary, still 
rested on an agriculturist if he 
wanted to escape payment of a 
licence fee. Strictly read, tho 
1927 licence fee exemption could 
only apply to agriculturists out- 
side the New Territorles, but it 
is extremely doubtful -if that 
was the intention of those who 
dréw up the regulations, The 
position is now free of any am- 
biguity, since the licensing pro- 
visions. are definitely. applied to 
the New Tertitories mainland, 


the 


: _ with the fee ‘exemption pro- 
vision still in force. 


It is to be 
regretted, however, that the 
non-mainland portions .of tha 
New Territories are excluded 
from the new provisions,. since 
there {s considerable traffic be- 
tween some.of tho larger islands 
and other parts of the Colony.

state differs: from the domestic 
policy of the- countries belonging 
to the capitalist system and to the 
League of.Nations, But is this 
really so? Admittedly  Sovict 
Russia and the League stand, in 
atriking contrast to one another, 
although ench represents an fdeal. 
Geneva stands for a co-operative
